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U. S. Sends Stern Note T Russia; May A Appeal To U. N. 


Blame Moscow 
For Red Coup 
In Hungary 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, June 6 (#®)— 
With President Truman’s approval 
the State department has drafted 
a hotly worded note to Russia, ac- 
cusing the Soviets of illegal in- 
terference in Hungary. 

It threatens an appeal to the 
United Nations. 

This was learned from Ameri- 
can diplomatic officials who said 
that the note is one thing the 
President presumably had in mind 
when he asserted yesterday that 


the United States would not stand 


idly by in Hungary. The note was 
said to make these four principal 
points: 

1. Directly charges Soviet au- 
thorities in Hungary with partici- 
pation in the ousting of Premier 
Ferenc Nagy and other cabinet 
officers—the move by which Pro- 
Soviets began to take over the 
government—and asserts this is. a 
serious interference in the affairs 
of Hungary. 

2. Charges the Soviets with 
breaking the terms of the Yalta 
agreement respecting great pow- 
ers protection and development 
of political independence in ex- 
enemy small nations. 

3. Proposes w gotnt American- 
Soviet-British investigation of the 
Hungarian situation. 

4. Warns that unless satisfac- 
tion is forthcoming, beginning 
with the reply from the Soviet 
Union, the United States may take 
the case to the United Nations.

Hearing Set

Vincente Benegas, Cucamonga, 
will face preliminary hearing on 
murder charges in Judge William 
B. Hutton’s court in Cucamonga 
June 18. 

Arraignment of the 76-year-old 
winery worker followed swiftly a 
verdict of homici‘le in the death 
of John Montez, returned Wed- 
nesday by a coroners jury sitting 
at the Stone mortuary. 

Funeral services for Montez, 
fatally stabbed to death in a Cu- 
camonga cafe last Saturday night, 
were held this morning at the 
Lady of Mount Carmel Catholic 
church in Cucamonga with Father 
Louis Conti officiating. 

Benegas did not take the wit- 
ness stand at Wednesday’s in- 
quest. Persons heard by the jury 
of eight men included Robert 
Murray and Charles Jones, deputy 
sheriffs, and Theresa Flores, a 
witness to the stabbing. 

Montez’ death, the jury ruled, 
was due to hemmorage following 
a stab wound in the left shoulder 
which severed the left sub-clavial 
artery. 

Members of the jury were T. C. 
Burge, Ellery Wright, Clinton 
Mayberry, Frank Goodban, Harry 
Snowden, I. J. Linkey, C. A. Mit- 
chell and Ben Adams. 

Edward C. Doyle, deputy coun- 
ty coroner, conducted the inquest. 
Albert Trujillo was in attendance 
as representative of the district 
attorneys office. 

Montez, who operated a grocery 
store in Cucamonga, is survived 
by his widow, Amelia; five sons, 
Juan, 10, Cruz, 9, Robert, 3, and 
Dan and Gabriel, twins aged 5 
months. A brother, Antonio Mon- 
tez, resides in Mexico. 

Interment was at Bellevue cem- 
etery.

Report Russia 
Out fo Defy 
Truman Idea

The chief of the opposition to 
the Communists in Bulgaria was 
arrested today as various reports 
from the Balkans pictured Russia 
as intent on defying the Truman 
Doctrine and moving swiftly to 
nail Eastern Europe permanently 
into her sphere. 

Hungary’s leading Communists 
and “strong man” behind the 
scenes, Matyas Rakosi, boasted 
the Communists had established 
their coup in Hungary ‘before the 
United States could rub its eyes.” 

These developments underscor- 
ed the Balkan picture: 

1. Communist Premier Petru 
Groza of Romania and members 
of his cabinet left for Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia, whence have come re- 
cent persistent reports that a Bal- 
kan federation dominated by Rus- 
sia was in the making. 

2. Nikolai Petkov, leader of 
Bulgaria’s opposition Agrarian 
party, was arrested in Sofia and 
held for trial on charges of con- 
spiring against the Communist- 
dominated government. 

3. The U. S. State department 
with President Truman’s approv- 
al, drafted a hotly worded note to 
Russia, accusing the Soviet Union 
of illegal interference in Hungar- 
ian affairs in the Communist ous- 
ter of Premier Ferene Nagy and 
seizure of power in Budapest.

Trailed by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation for eight months 
after he was spotted here by the 
former soldier, Tomoya Kawakita, 

| 25, a native of Calexico, Calif., 
was arrested late yesterday and 
immediately arraigned before U. 
S. Commissioner David B. Head. 

Squat, bespectacled Kawakita 
was ordered held for the Federal 
grand jury which will consider 
indictment June 11. He appeared 
near tears as the commissioner 
told him that treason is punish- 
able by death. 


U. S. Attorney James M. Cart- 
er, preparing the government’s 
ease against the one-time student, 
declared Kawakita will face the 
testimony of “close to 100” form- 
er American servicemen who were 
subjected to ‘‘unspeagable indigni- 
ties” in en camp on Hon- 
shu. 

None will be more eager to testi- 
fy than William L. Bruce of Buena 
Park, the ex-soldier who saw Ka- 
wakita in a Los Angeles depart- 
ment store last October and said 
he recognized the Nisei as the 
foreman known as “Kaw-Kida” in 
the prison camp.
